DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 3, 5 - 17, 19-29 and 31 - 35 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render obvious the recited feature "a topology loader component coupled to the media 
session component, the topology loader component configured to load a topology that 
describes a flow for the received media data through a plurality of multimedia 
components connected in a certain order to enable processing via an extensible 
symbolic abstraction of the multimedia components the topology loader configured to 
ensure that events described in the topology occur, wherein the topology is independent 
of maintaining a stream state of control information for the plurality of multimedia 
components that enables dynamic adding and removing of one or more multimedia 
components from the topology", as recited in the independent claim 1 and similar 
limitation of independent claims 16 and 28. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed.
